We have done no fiifhtina yet, but 
have htaid the bullets whistle all 
around us It has just been lucky tliut 
we have uot gotten into a scrap, as there 
ha* been a hot old time since we ar- 
jived. Company M, of my regiment, 
lost three meu killed and two wounded. 
Company C lost one man killed and two 
wounded. 

I suppose you have read all about the 
fighting, and also that the Filipinos 
could not use a gun, and all such 
that; but the papers tell many things. 
They have killed lots of the volunteers 
and nearly as many of our men, the reg- 
ulars, as we have of them. They have 
two good guns, one something like 
and one a great deal worse, which some- 
times shoots a brass bullet, and if i 

you are a goner. Of course they 
have not got as many guns as we have. 
1 think they have one to about every 
live men, and when one of them gets 
killed another one takes his-gun. Those 
not armed with guns have large knives 
and bows and arrows, like the Indians. 
My company canght one man with hia 
bow and arrow. He made fight with i 
and we were compelled to knock hi 
down with the butt of a gun. 

We are now in a small town guarding 
out the natives. 

It would look funny to you all to see 
their houses, most of them made of 
bamboo. This wood is one of the great- 
est things in this country for building 
purposes. There are a few stone 
houses. All the churches are built ot 
stone. They haye some of the finest I 
ever saw. It is said there are about 
three hundred here in Manila. They 
are mighly good Christians and have 
their churches fixed up very line.

The same principle runs through all 
the business transactions of every commu- 
nity. Every center of population must 
conserve its o wn business forces end ageu 
3t disintegrate. It must attract cap- 
ital and Inh ir by demonstrating that it 
will contribute to the profit of both by its 
own patronage at the very least. It must 
supply Its own needa so far as possible be- 
far* going abroad. Upon no other basis 
of local trade relationship has any com- 
munity anywhere ever grown and pros- 
pered. It is a policy that must be systei 
atlcallv puraued iu Louisville if this cl 
is to achieve its logical deatiny among I 
municipalities of the south.
